Clean air will be a subject for consideration on both 
the state and national level in the next few months. On the 
national level the basic Clean Air Act is up for review in 
March. There are powerful lobbies who would seek to weaken 
the existing bill. 

One of the arguments will be that we can't afford to 
have clean air and sufficient energy to meet our needed 
economic and industrial expansion. 

Environmentalists feel that conservation of energy will 
more than meet the growth need of industry. 

Senator Alan Cranston has been a good advocate of 
conservation and environmental improvement but Senator 
S.’l. Hayakawa needs some persuasion from his constituency. 
If you recall our smog alert last fall, or more recently, if 
you saw the smog hovering over the freeway as year-end 
visitors to our area struggled to get back home, you may feel 
impelled to write your Senators. 

On the state level the Legislature must consider imme¬ 
diately the mandate of the EPA to pass the Annual Auto 
motive Inspection - Maintenance Bill in order to get federal 
funds for state programs. 

The South Coast Air Basin might possibly qualify for 
approximately $70 million of this fund. There is reafop 
to be concerned about the weakening of California air stan¬ 
dards in order to get a bill through. 

California has been a leader in establishing clean air 
standards and at the present time they are higher than the 
national standards. 

Senator Robert Presley (0, Riverside) has a bill before 
the legislature that appears to nrreet the mandate of the 
EPA and does not reduce the more stringent California clean 
air standards. This bill would give motorits a choice of 
private- or state-run Emmission Control Test Centers and 
allows motorists to repair their own vehicles. 

At the time of license-renewal, a $15 fee would be 
assessed to fund the State Inspection Centers. It appears that 
$15 could buy cleaner air. 


I'd like to urge you to write your legisators that you 
think it is worth it.

For example, air qualltv 
regulations may force indus¬ 
try to locate in one sector cf 
a metropolitan area while 
fair-sharing efforts for low- 
and moderate-Income hous - 
ing locate the potential labor 
force on the other side of 
town. The workers are forced 
to commute to the industrial 
sites, thus creating addi¬ 
tional air pollution. 

"In such a case, we have 
to link up disparate sharing 
programs so that they work 
toward some larger public 
interest,” Baer says. 


Baer’s re.soarch focuses on 
metropolitan planning. But. 
SB he points out. his con¬ 
cerns are relevant on a 
larger .scale. For example, 
the transfer of financial rc- 
■sources from the so-called 
Frost Belt states in the 
the Northeast and Midwest 
to the Sun Belt states in the 
questions on the national 
level. 

Similarly, the demands of 
developing nations for ft 
greater portion of the world's 
wealth are being argued in 
terms of what 1ho.se coun¬ 
tries believe to be their fair 
share. 

Effort to gain public ac¬ 
ceptance of fair - sharing 
plans must proceed slowly 
to avoid backfires of public 
resistance, Baer warns 
“Some c'lements in our sr-- 
ciety have a compulsion to 
share; others (eel relatively 
little obligation at all.

“Wo sliould settle fer shar¬ 
ing plans that can be will- 
ling'.y accepted by the pupu- 
lace,” he says, “rather than 
attempt ideal fair - share 
plans that would have to be 
ImpKjsed. 

"From a practical stand¬ 
point, fair sharing may have 
to be limited by what turns 
out to be politically viable.” 


Cable Subscriber 
Angry About Service 


(This letter has also been 
sent to Sierra Madre Gty 
Council and TelePrompTer. 
Ed.) 

I have bc-en a resident in 
the City of Sierra Madre 
.'■Ince May, 1968. In that p)ei ■ 
lod of time the cable tele¬ 
vision service for rcsidenls 
in Sierra Madre has basical¬ 
ly provided "adequate” serv¬ 
ice. In most instances the 
cable service has had a 
minimum of twice pier year 
breakdowns where television 
viewing was not pxisslble. 
This does not happen to he 
the case for 1980, The cable 
service for 1980, especially in 
November ard December, 
has been poor. 

In addition to continuous 
viewing interruptions, the 
cable has gone out three 
times for periods longer than 
24 hours. The cable company 
does not Inform the paving 
user of this nor do they pro¬ 
vide us with an explanation 
or anticipated time for th£ 
return of service. 

The latest breakdown be¬ 
gan on Christmas Day and 
continued through to Tues¬ 
day, December 30. When T 
began calling the cable serv¬ 
ice on Peceniber 25, I re¬ 
ceived a recording and '-o- 
celved the same recording on 
December 26. 27 and 28. On 
December 29 the woman who 
answered the telephone for 
the cable company did not 
offer an explanation, an an¬ 
ticipated time for repair or 
ns much -'s their hi'ing sorry 
for the inc<.nvonience. On 
December 30 the w’om.in wlio 
answ'ered the telephone did 
inform me that tlie trouble 
was only in my area-of resi¬ 
dence and they did not know 
when service would be re- 
.stored. 

I am angry! I am pvaying 
for a service that I am not 
receiving and to add to it. 
the company providing this
